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Mr.  Chair iiAX  and  Gentlemen, 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Of  these  there  has  been  a large  increase,  mainly  among  those 
that  are  Notifiable  ; of  the  Non-Notifiahle,  Measles  were  very  prevalent, 
causing  the  closure  of  the  Broughton  Schools,  as  well  as  those  at  South 
Wraxall,  where  it  was  combined  with  Whooping  Cough,  and  West- 
wood  with  Chicken  Pox,  causing  a loss  of  80  days  in  the  year’s  teach- 
ing between  these  three  Schools.  Epidemics  amongst  children  at 
schools  might  be  possibly  saved  if  those  in  authority  were  immediately  to 
send  those  children  that  appear  to  be  ill,  home  for  a short  period, 
such  as  three  days,  so  that  if  the  child  should  be  sicking  of  any  com- 
plaint, the  disease  would  have  time  to  develop,  when  the  proper  pre- 
cautions could  be  taken. 

In  the  case  of  Measles,  a child  complains  of  not  feeling  well, 
the  eye  lids  are  red,  and  the  eyes  and  nose  running  ; that  child  should 
at  once  be  sent  home  and  anj^  other  children  in  the  family  that  have 
not  had  Measles  sent  away  as  well  ; it  would  also  tend  to  the  saving  of 
other  cases  if  the  whole  of  that  class  was  closed  for  14  days. 

If  a child  is  heard  to  Whoop  it  should  at  once  be  sent  home, 
and  any  discharge  from  the  nose  or  mouth  that  may  have  been  blown 
over  the  floor  or  desk  ought  to  be  immediately  washed  up  with  a 
solution  of  CyUin,  1 part  to  499  of  water.  Schools  could  sometimes 
be  saved  closing  for  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  if  a whole  time 
Inspector  could  be  appointed  to  visit  the  houses  of  every  child  attend- 
ing the  school  so  long  as  the  epidemic  lasted  ; by  making  inquiries  as 
to  what  children  had  not  had  the  complaint  and  keeping  them  away 
from  school  and  sending  those  that  had  it  in  a previous  epidemic  many 
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schools  might  be  kept  open.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  in- 
fectious period  of  Measles  is  at  the  beginning  when  the  eyes  are  run- 
ning. 


I am  of  opinion  that  no  child  should  be  allowed  to  attend  school 
from  any  house  where  there  is  Influenza. 

Of  the  cases  of  Measles  that  occurred  at  South  Wraxall,  Westwood, 
and  Broughton  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  number  ; those  at 
Broughton  were  very  severe,  maiw  being  hfemorrhagic  in  cliaracter, 
commonly  called  “ Black  Measles,”  and  some  cases  of  German  Measles 
“ Rhotheln  ” were  mixed  with  them. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  infectious  but  not  notifiable  diseases 
was  10,  viz. — Measles  3,  Influenza  3,  and  Phthisis  4. 

Of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  were  54  cases,  viz. — 
Diphtheria  40,  Scarlet  Fever  13,  and  Erysipelas  1. 

The  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  distril)uted  thus  ; 3 at  Holt, 
the  remainder  at  Limpley  Stoke  ; only  4 were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  and  all  13  recovered. 

The  first  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  on  March  25th,  and  by 
April  7th  3 more  had  occurred,  one  was  nursed  at  home,  the  remaining 
3 were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Trowbridge.  These  4 
recovered  and  no  more  were  reported  till  September  26th,  when  3 
more  certified,  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  9 ; 16  more  were  reported 
in  October,  7 in  November,  and  4 in  December,  making  a total  of  40 
for  the  year,  and  36  for  the  epidemic  started  in  September.  Of  the 
36,  30  belonged  to  Holt,  3 to  Broughton,  and  3 to  Great  Chalfield. 

The  3 cases  notified  on  September  the  26th  were  attending  the 
Clmrch  Schools  for  some  days  previously.  The  3 Chalfield  and  one 
of  the  Broughton  cases  also  attended  that  School.  All  the  cases  were 
pharyngeal,  the  membrane  in  most  of  those  that  I saw  was  very 
small,  and  in  one  it  was  absent,  though  on  bacteriological  examination 
the  Klebs  Loeffler  bacilli  were  found.  These  cases  where  ocular 
symptoms  are  more  or  less  absent,  but  bacteriologically  are  present 
are  commonly  called  “ Carrier  Cases  ” and  I think  are  far  more  dan- 
gerous to  the  community  at  large  than  a properly  defined  case  ; as,  not 
knowing  there  is  any  infection  about  themselves,  they  mix  with  other 
persons  who  may  have  a cold  or  not  be  quite  the  thing  and  promptly 
diseminate  the  disease.  Had  a bacteriological  examination  of  the 
throats  of  all  the  Holt  inhabitants  been  made  the  bacillus  would  have 
been  found  in  from  8 to  50  per  cent. 


i:) 

(1)  CauS6S. — Undoubtedly  the  3 children  notified  on  September 
the  26th  and  attending  the  Church  School  were  the  prime  factors  of 
the  epidemic,  but  where  they  contracted  the  disease  I do  not  know. 


(2)  The  Insanitary  condition  of  the  Village. 

(3)  Atmospheric  Conditions.— September  was  a hot  dry 
month,  with  only  .92  rainfall,  during  which  the  ditches  were  soaked 
until  sewage,  the  smells  arising  from  which  contributed  to  assist  the 
complaint  very  materially  by  lowering  the  vitality  of  the  children,  and 
so  tending  to  increase  their  liability  to  contract  disease.  October 
followed  with  the  biggest  rainfall  of  the  year,'  5.35in.,  and  the  largest 
number  of  cases,  but  the  rain  came  too  late  to  prevent  the  damage 
already  done  by  the  smells  arising  from  the  insanitary  ditches.  The 
disease  was  prevalent  in  other  parts  of  this  Count}^  and  in  the  Country 
generally. 

Deaths. — Six  have  occurred,  3 amongst  the  14  nursed  at 
home,  and  3 of  the  26  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  all  were  from 
heart  failure  due  to  toxoemia,  and  proceeded  by  uncontrolable  ammiting. 
None  from  aphyxia. 

Preventive  Measures. — As  soon  as  possible  after  notifi- 
cation the  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  (23  out  of  40), 
and  the  house  disinfected  the  same  day  or  day  following.  Disin- 
fection could  not  always  be  done  as  quickly  as  it  could  be  wished, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was  only  one  apparatus  for  the  whole 
Union  ; this  was  rectified  later  by  the  Urban  Council  buying  a Ligriers’ 
machine  for  their  district,  after  which  there  was  no  delay.  The 
disinfectant  is  a 40%  spray  of  Formaldehyde. 


The  ditches  in  the  village  were  frequently  disinfected  with 
Crude  Carbolic. 


The  6 dairies  supplying  milk  to  Holt  were  examined  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  found  in  good  condition. 


The  water  was  analysed  from  the  spring  itself  and  from  the 
pipes,  and  both  were  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 


Both  schools  were  closed  on  October  1st,  and  disinfected  on  the 
4th,  and  were  re-disinfected  on  the  14th  and  15th  respectively,  with  the 
following  additions  ; — 


1.  — All  books  were  placed  open  on  the  desks,  and  cupboards 
opened  before  the  rooms  were  done. 

2.  — Old  and  badly  soiled  books  were  ordered  to  l)e  burnt. 

3.  — All  slates  (if  used ) to  be  washed  in  a solution  of  Perchoride 
of  Mercury  (1  to  1000)  as  well  as  floors,  bendies,  and  all  woodwork. 

4.  — Walls  to  be  re-coloured. 

5.  — Ceilings  white  limed. 

Bacheriological  examinations  were  made  of  a large  miml)er  of 
cases  by  the  kindness  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  J.  Tidib  Pliomas, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  to  whom  I am  greatly  indebted  for  his  help  and  advice. 
Making  a rough  calculation  of  the  Bacteriological  examinations  at  the 
County  Laboratory  about  200  were  made,  probably  more,  all  free  of 
cost,  and  a great  saving  to  the  district,  as  many  cases  resembled  true 
Diphtheria  in  all  their  symptoms  which  on  examination  proved  non- 
inf  ectious.

Death  Rate. 


The  nett  Death  Date  equalled  13.3  per  1000,  or  08  for  tlie 
District,  this  is  an  improvement  on  the  past  3 years,  and  witli  the 
exception  of  1903  when  the  rate  was  11.3,  is  lower  than  any  year  since 
1900  when  it  was  13.2.  Taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of 
Children’s  diseases  that  occurred  during  the  year,  your  schools  having 
been  closed  for  31  weeks  and  3 days,  this  rate  is  a verj^  satisfactory  one. 

Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diplitheria,  and  Scarlet  Fever,  have 
all  been  present  in  epidemic  form,  while  influenza  has  always  been 
present. 

Thirty-two  Deaths  occurred  over  G5,  on  the  other  hand  between 
65  and  15  were  only  17.  The  number  of  Infantile  deaths  under  1 
year,  viz. — 9,  was  slightly  lower  than  the  average  for  the  past  10  years 
which  was  9.1. 

Cancer  caused  9 deaths,  taking  the  average  for  the  past  8 
years,  the  only  ones  of  which  I have  records,  it  works  out  at  5.6  per 
annum,  and  this  large  figure  is  due  to  the  numbers  certified  as  dying 
from  it  in  1905,  10  ; 1906,  8 ; and  1907,  9 ; this  increase  is  probably 
due  more  to  recognition,  and  the  means  given  us  for  diagnosis,  than  to 
an  increase.  On  looking  at  the  form  below  it  will  be  seen  that  only 
1 case  occurred  below  the  age  of  25,  and  rather  more  than  half  the 
number  over  65. 

The  largest  number  in  any  one  district  was  in  the  parish  of 
Winsley,  viz.  10,  for  though  there  are  15  in  the  Westwood  division 
this  includes  Winkfield  and  Limpley  Stoke,  and  Westwood  has  the 
Workhouse  in  its  area. 

Measles  and  Diphtheria  caused  3 deaths  each,  all  the  former 
being  under  5 years,  and  the  latter  under  15. 


Phthisis. 


Phthisis,  i.e..  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  general  Tuberculosis 
accounted  for  5 deaths,  4 of  the  former  and  1 of  the  latter. 

In  my  report  last  year  I advocated  the  adoption  by  the  Council 
of  a system  of  Notification  of,  and  payment  for  the  same,  of  this  disease. 


Speaking  from  a Health.  Officer’s  point  of  view,  tlie  adoption  of  some 
siicli  scheme  by  which  the  habitation,  removal  from,  or  arrival  in,  your 
district,  of  persons  suffering  from  this  disease,  might  be  made  known  so 
that  voided  houses  could  be  thoroughly  disinfected,  would,  I think,  be  of 
great  service.  To  quote  one  instance  : The  father  of  a large  family  died 
of  Phthisis,  your  inspector  visited  the  house  and  offered  to  disinfect  it, 
but  this  was  promptly  refused,  so  that  all  those  children  are  still 
breathing,  and  so  being  poisioned  by,  tuberculous  dust. 

My  reasons  for  regret  that  the  scheme  wus  not  adopted  are  as 
follows  : — 

(1)  Appropriate  measures  of  disinfection  cannot  now  be 
undertaken  when  a patient  moves  house,  as  your  Sanitary  Authority 
has  no  means  of  knowing  when  the  change  takes  place. 

(2)  A great  deal  of  infectious  matter  migiit  have  been  pre- 
vented from  being  scattered  abroad  and  poisoning  healthy  people. 

(3)  It  would  liave  helped  to  reduce  the  mortality  of  a disease, 
which  causes  more  deaths  per  annum  than  any  other  morbid  condition 
in  the  United  Kingdom.

Drainage  and  Scavenging. 

Drainage  and  Scavenging  are  at  present  absent  ; tlioiigli  after 
many  schemes  and  inquiries,  plans  have  at  last  been  passed  for  the 
damage  of  Holt,  and  the  wwk  is  in  hand  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
finished  before  this  year,  1908,  is  ended. 

Tbe  rest  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  cess-pits,  mostly  loose  stained  ; 
' some  of  the  villages  could  be  easily  drained  as  they  lie  on  the  sides  of 
hills,  but  the  cost  is  prohibitive  ; one  of  them  would  be  very  difficult 
being  scattered  and  very  flat. 

Water  Supply. 


Monkton  Farleigh  has  a viUage  pump  and  3 public  taps. 

Farleigh  "Wick  is  supphed  from  a tank  to  which  water  is 
pumped  from  a well  in  the  Wraxall  Lane. 

South  Wraxall,  by  wells,  and  here  some  scheme  is  urgently 
needed,  as  most  of  the  wells  are  shallow  and  run  dry  in  the  sununer. 
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LiiniplGy  Stok©.  — (1)  by  wells  ;(2)  by  a public  spring,  and 
(3)  by  the  Bath  High  Level  Co. 

Avoncliff.— By  a spring,  which  flows  into  a covered  cistern. 

Wostwood. — By  wells — a scheme  is  still  under  consideration. 

"Winsley. — By  the  Bath  High  Level  Co. 

Murliill,  Conkw©!!,  and  Turloy. — By  wells  and  springs. 
Three  houses  in  Turley  receive  their  water  through  pipes  from  the 
Turley  spring. 

Holt  and  Broug’h.ton  have  a regular  water  supply  from 
Chalfield. 

Atworth. — By  public  pumps  and  wells. 

Bradford  Without.— By  wells  except  a few  houses  at  Trowle 
which  are  suppled  by  pipe  from  Trowbridge. 

Winkfield  . — Wells  and  the  village  pump. 


Farms. 

Cowsheds  all  over  the  district  are  in  better  order,  floors  are  kept 
cleaner,  and  the  walls  more  often  white  washed.  The  yards  are  in 
better  condition.  Regarding  the  clealiness  of  the  sheds,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  it  is  not  the  comfort  or  even  the  cleanliness  of  the 
cows  that  is  the  object  in  view,  but  the  purity  of  the  7nilh.,  and  even  if 
the  sheds  and  pails  are  all  as  clean  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them,  the 
labour  that  has  been  used  to  keep  them  in  so  good  a condition  may  all 
be  thereon  away  if  the  hands  of  the  milkers  and  the  strainer  of  the 
cooler  be  dirty. 

Cows’  milk,  that  is  when  pure,  is,  next  to  the  mother’s  milk,  the 
the  best  food  can  give  our  babies,  but  if  that  milk  is  dirty,  or  has 
been  contaminated  by  dirt  how  can  one  expect  them  to  thrive  and  do 
well  on  it  ? 

People  seem  to  think  that  when  a shed  is  complained  about  that 
it  is  the  cows  w^e  think  of,  but  that  is  not  so,  it  is  the  milk  from  those 
cows  we  want  purer  and  better,  and  no  animal  thrives  as  it  ouglit  to 
do,  any  more  than  human  beings,  if  they  are  kept  in  a state  of  filth  ; 
they  cannot  be  healthy,  neither  can  their  milk  be  of  good  enough 
quality  for  human  food. 
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But  it  is  no  use  having  pure  milk  from  the  farms  if  the  house- 
holders’ vessels  are  dirty,  and  these  should  be  scalded  every  time  after 
using.
